The time of the daily sessions of Conference was fixed, by a motion, 
to open at eight and one-half o’clock in the morning and adjourn at 
twelve, the first half hour to be for devotional services. 

On motion, it was agreed that the missionary anniversary should be 
held Wednesday evening, that of the Preachers’ Relief Society Thursday 
evening, and the educational anniversary Friday evening. 

The Sixth Question, “ Who are the Deacons of the second class ?” was 
taken up. 

Daniel L. Aultman reported his missionary collection, the Committee 
of Examiners reported favorably upon his studies, and, after representa- 
tion by his presiding elder, his character was passed. 
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The Seventh Question, “ Who have been elected and ordained Elders 
this year?'' was taken up. 

W. N. Brodbeck and Joseph C. Boltin, having reported their mission- 
ary collections, and having been favorably represented by their exami- 
ners and presiding elder, their character passed, and they were elected to 
elders’ orders. 

T. Collett was appointed to receive moneys for the Episcopal Fund. 

Dr. Moody offered the following resolution : 

Whereas , it is a matter of public notoriety that brother James Stephen- 
son, a member of this Conference, has been accused in a civil court of a 
crime expressly forbidden in the Word of God; and, w hereas, justice to 
the Church and to all the parties requires that a full investigation of the 
facts and circumstances connected with the said accusation be made by 
this Conference, notwithstanding no one has appeared as accuser before 
the Church against brother Stephenson ; therefore, 

Resolved , That a committee of five members of this Conference be ap- 
pointed, who, together with a chairman appointed by the Bishop, shall 
make faithful inquiry concerning the same, and lay before the Confer- 
ence a record of the testimony in the case, as provided in paragraph 204 
of the Discipline, giving to the investigation all the form and thorough- 
ness of a trial of actual charges. 

Pending the consideration of the question, Conference adjourned, after 
the giving of notices, with the benediction. 



SECOND DAY. 

Thursday Morning, August 31, 1876. 

Conference opened at half-past eight o’clock, with a prayer-meeting, 
led by Rev. M. Dustin. At nine o’clock Bishop Merrill took the chair. 
The Secretary called the roll of the absentees of yesterday, and seven 
brethren answered to their names. 

Rev. Dr. J. F. Wright was invited to a seat upon the platform. 

The resolution of G. Moody, in reference to J. Stephenson’s case, was 
adopted ; and the Bishop was requested to appoint the Committee which 
it asks for. The following were appointed : S. B. Smith, J. P. Porter, 
J. F. Marlay, L. Clark, and T. Collett; W. Young, Chairman. 

On motion, M. Kauffman was appointed to conduct the investigation 
on behalf of the Church, and T. J. Harris was appointed to assist him. 
J. F. Conrey and J. Pearson w r ere requested to represent the defendant 
in the case. 
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A. Lowrey moved that certain ladies be invited to present to the Con- 
ference the interests of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society; and 
they were invited. 

Mrs. Charles Ferguson responded, addressing the Conference in a very 
interesting manner. 

W. H. Sutherland offered a resolution, in reference to the transfer of 
William Fitzgerald, which was adopted. 

J. M. Walden offered a resolution, requesting the Committee on 
Temperance to consider, and report upon, the relation of malt liquors to 
the Temperance Reform. 

The pastor and presiding elder of the Oxford Charge were made the 
Committee on Public Worship. 

The Rules of Order of the last session were adopted. 

A paper from the Trustees of the Springfield High-school was referred 
to the Committee on Education. A paper was also referred to this Com- 
mittee from tho Hillsboro College. 

The Seventh Question was resumed. 

W. H. Smith and J. C. Ambrose were represented by their presiding 
elders and examiners, brother Smith having reported his collections. 
They were elected to elders’ orders, and their characters were passed. 

The character of J. W. Sutherland was passed, and, at his own request, 
he was continued a deacon of the second class. 

W. F. Mappin was announced, by G. Moody, as having withdrawn 
from the Methodist Episcopal Church, and uuited with the Reformed 
Episcopal Church. 

On motion of Gr. Moody, it was — 

Resolved, That we highly appreciate the educated conscience of the 
M’Kendree Charge, East Cincinnati District, in having paid, this year, a 
deficit of forty dollars, in former years, on the salary of Rev. C. R. Lovell, 
deceased, to his family ; and that we recommend the imitation of their 
example to other charges of our Conference similarly situated. 

The Tenth Question, “ Was the character of each Preacher examined ?” 
was taken up. 

W. L. Hypes, Presiding Elder of the East Cincinnati District, repre- 
sented his work, and his character and the characters of the preachers 
of his district passed, those in charge having reported their missionary 
collections. 

Dr. Wright addressed the Conference, in a very touching and impress- 
ive manner, upon the subject of his work, and his personal experience. 

Dr. J. M. Trimble, of the Ohio Conference ; Rev. C. Skinner, of the 
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North Indiana Conference ; Rev. C. B. Shear and Rev. T. Hanford, 
formerly of the Baptist Church ; Dr. Morris, President of the Oxford 
Female College; and Dr. Colmery, of the Presbyterian Church, were 
introduced to the Conference. 

Dr. J. M. Reid, Missionary Secretary, addressed the Conference in 
relation to the interests of that great cause. 

On motion of W. Herr, the memorial services were fixed for Monday 
morning at ten o’clock. 

A. Bowers was appointed to receive educational funds. 

After the giving of notices, Conference adjourned with the Doxology, 
and benediction by Dr. Wright. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday Morning, September i, 1876. 

Conference opened at half-past eight o’clock, with a prayer-meeting 
led by the Rev. C. Ferguson. At nine o’clock, Bishop Merrill took the 
chair. 

The further calling of the roll was dispensed with. The Minutes of 
the previous session were read, and approved. 

Bishop Merrill announced that the Conference was authorized to draw 
on the Chartered Fund for thirty dollars, and the draft was ordered. 

S. Weeks read the preliminary report of the Board of Stewards. 

D. J. Starr, S. B. Smith, D. H. Moore, and T. Lee were appointed the 
Committee on Publishing Minutes. 

The Fourth Question, u Who are admitted into full connection?" was 
taken up. 

G. M. Hammell, W. J. Baker, John H. Davis, John A. Easton, John 
W. Gaddis, and James F. M’Colm were called forward, and, after appro- 
priate devotional services, conducted by Dr. M’Cabe, were impress- 
ively addressed by Bishop Merrill on the calling and work of the 
ministry; after w r hich, they gave satisfactory answers to the usual 
Disciplinary Questions. Their examiners and presiding elders reported 
favorably upon their cases, and those in charge reported their missionary 
collections. 

Dr. Pearne moved that, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Discipline, the applicants be required to abstain from the use of tobacco 
and other narcotics. 
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The motion prevailed, and the candidates so promised; after which, 
their characters, and that of Charles W. Drees, a missionary in Mexico, 
who was favorably represented and recommended by Dr. Butler, Superin- 
tendent of Missions in that country, were passed, and they were received 
into full connection. 

George M. Hammell, William J. Baker, John H. Davis, and John A. 
Easton were elected to deacons’ orders, John W. Gaddis, J. F. M’Colm, 
and Charles W. Drees having been ordained. 

On motion, Delos R. Baker was continued on trial, at his own request. 

The Kev. E. S. Chapman, a fraternal delegate from the United Breth- 
ren Church, was introduced. 

Bishop Merrill announced the transfer of the Rev. Henry Bascom 
Ridgaway, from the New York to the Cincinnati Conference, as having 
been made by Bishop Foster, and the certificate w T as read. 

L. F. Van Cleve was appointed to lead the prayer-meeting, and open 
Conference, to-morrow morning. 

After the giving of notices, Conference adjourned, with the benediction 
by Dr. Lowrey. 



FOURTH DAY. 



Saturday Morning, September 2, 1876. 

Conference opened at half-past eight o’clock with a prayer-meeting, led 
by Rev. L. F. Van Cleve. At nine o’clock Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read and approved. 

The Rev. Dr. Curry, editor of the Ladies' Repository, Rev. J. T. 
Miller, of the Ohio Conference, and Rev. Brother Black, of the United 
Presbyterian Church, were introduced. 

J. M. Walden moved the appointment of a committee to whom should 
be referred the Address of the Joint Commission of the Methodist Epis-- 
copal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church South. The motion 
prevailed, and J. M. Walden, W. Young, T. H. Pearne, S. D. Clayton, 
L. Clark, G. Moody, and W. Herr were appointed said committee. 

Papers from the Garrett Biblical Institute and the Cincinnati Wes- 
leyan College were referred to the Committee on Education. 

The Third Question, “ Who remain on trial f" was taken up. 

James H. Roberts, Davis W. Clark, Henry Tuckley, John P. Nine, 
Allen D. Maddox, Benjamin F. Dimmick, Matthias M. Kugler, George 
W. Dubois, Jacob E. II. Sentman, Gilbert L. Travis, and Joseph I. 
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Taggart, after favorable representations from their examiners and pre- 
siding elders, those in charge having reported their missionary collec- 
tions, their characters were passed, and they were continued on trial. 

The case of Warren T. Eastman was referred to a Committee of 
Investigation, consisting of J. B. Ellsworth, J. G. Black, and 0. Fer- 
guson. 

The Nineteenth Question, 11 Have any Local Preachers been ordained?" 
was taken up. 

George W. Dubois, from the West Cincinnati District; Charles W. 
Rishell, from the Springfield District ; Allen D. Maddox, from the 
Hillsboro District, being properly recommended and favorably repre- 
sented by their examiners and presiding elders, and having satisfactorily 
answered the Disciplinary Questions, they were elected to local deacons' 
orders. 

On motion of S. N. Marsh, Conference declined to elect applicants to 
local deacons’ orders, except in cases where it is necessary to the work 
where the applicant may live. 

John M’Clung, from the West Cincinnati District; and David Asher 
M’Colm, from the Ripley District, being propeily recommended and 
favorably represented by their examiners and presiding elders, and hav- 
ing satisfactorily answered the Disciplinary Questions, were elected to 
local elders’ orders. 

S. Weeks, from the Board of Stewards, read their report of the basis 
of distribution agreed upon, and it was adopted. 

On motion of J. M. Walden, it was agreed to hold an evening session, 
beginning at half past seven o’clock, in the interests of our periodicals 
and publications. 

The Rev. E. S. Chapman, fraternal delegate from the Miami Confer- 
ence of the United Brethren Church, being present, was invited to 
address the Conference, and did so in a very interesting and suggestive 
manner. 

On motion, a committee, consisting of J. M. Walden, S. D. Clayton, 
and D. Kemper, was appointed to prepare a suitable minute in relation 
to the address. 

J. B. Ellsworth, from the Committee in the case of W. F. Eastman, 
reported that “ Brother Eastman agrees to satisfy every subscriber from 
whom he received money. This we believe to be a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the case.” Adopted. 

The Third Question was resumed, and Warren F. Eastman, having 
been represented by his examiners and presiding elder, and having 
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reported his missionary collection, his character was passed, and he was 
continued on trial. 

Recommendations for recognition of orders were called for. The 
recommendations of Thomas Hanford, formerly an elder in the Baptist 
Church, and Charles B. Shear, also foimerly an elder of the same 
Church, being presented, they were called forward and gave satisfactory 
assurance of their agreement with the doctrines and Discipline of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and their orders were recognized. 

A resolution, presented by J. M. Walden, relating to the transfer of 
the Rev. J. W. Keely to the Cincinnati Conference was adopted. 

On motion of S. B. Smith, the treasurers of the several benevolent 
societies of the Conference were instructed to pay to the Publishing Com- 
mittee the amounts necessary to cover the expense of publishing their 
reports in the Minutes. 

On motion, the committees on the several causes were requested to 
report the names of persons to be elected officers of the Conference 
societies on those subjects. 

On motion of D. J. Starr, the presiding elders were requested to 
apportion among the various districts the amount to be raised within 
the Cincinnati Conference for the support of the bishops. 

On motion, Conference adjourned with the Doxology and benediction. 



EVENING SESSION. 

Saturday Evening, September 2. 

Conference opened pursuant to adjournment at seven and a half 
o’clock, Rev. M. Dustin, by appointment of Bishop Merrill, occupying 
the chair. The devotional services were conducted by the Rev. C. 
Kalbfus. 

The Journal of the morning’s session was read and approved. 

Dr. Walden presented and read the exhibit of the Methodist Book 
Concern and the report of the Book Committee, which were ordered to 
be placed on file. 

Rev. L. F. Van Cleve read the report of the Committee on Peri- 
odicals. 

Rev. Dr. Curry, editor of the Repository, being invited and enthu- 
sias tically greeted, addressed the Conference in relation to the mag- 
azineunder his care. Dr. Walden was also invited, and addressed 
the Conference upon the publishing interests of the Church. After 
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these addresses the report was adopted. Resolutions approving the 
changes in Repository and pledging it future support were adopted. 

On motion, Conference adjourned with the Doxology and benediction, 
after the giving of notices. 



FIFTH DAY. 

Monday Morning, September 4, 1876. 

Conference opened with devotional services led by the Rev. S. Ben- 
nett, who read the third chapter of Ephesians, and announced the two 
hundred and thirty-seventh hymn, after the singing of which and prayer 
Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of Saturday evening’s session was read and approved. 

Bishop Merrill presented the certificates of ordination. 

On motion, the call of the roll of Conference to obtain subscriptions 
for the Minutes was made the order of the day to follow the memorial 
services. 

A. U. Beall and E. P. James were appointed to audit the account of 
the Publishing Committee. 

J. M. Walden was appointed to make arrangements with the railroad 
companies for the next meeting of Conference. 

The Ninth Question, “ Who are the Superannuated Preachers ?” was 
taken up ; and their characters were passed and they were continued in a 
superannuated relation. W. H. Lawder’s character was passed, and he 
was given a superannuated relation. W. Herr was appointed to keep 
oversight of the case of J. Barton. 

The Eighth Question, “ Who are the Supernumerary Preachers ?” was 
taken up ; and their characters were passed, and they were continued in 
a supernumerary relation. 

At ten o’clock the order of the day was called, and the Fifteenth 
Question, “Have any died?” was taken up. 

M. A. Richards read the memoir of James C. Bontecou. After af- 
fecting remarks by J. M. Walden and W. I. Ellsworth, this item was 
adopted. 

Rev. W. Herr read the memoir of N. Callender, which, after remarks 
highly appreciative of the Christian and ministerial character of brother 
Callender by J. F. Wright, W. L. Hypes, H. D. Fisher, J. M. Walden, 
and W. Herr, was adopted. 

M. A. Richards read the memoir of Pharaoh A. Ogden, which, after 
appropriate remarks by C. H. Payne and Gr. Moody, was adopted. 
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The memoir of Mrs. Maria Bains Carey, wife of the Rev. S. W. Carey, 
was read by M. A. Richards. 

J. P. Shultz read the memoir of Mrs. Barbara A. Griffith, wife of the 
Rev. A. M. Griffith; and W. Herr read the memoir of Mrs. Hannah 
Swain, widow of the Rev. C. W. Swain. 

After appropriate remarks by A. Lowrey, J. Verity, and G. Moody 
upon the Christian character and usefulness of these devoted sisters, their 
memoirs were adopted. 

The hymn beginning, “Forever with the Lord,” was sung, and the 
report as a whole was adopted. 

On motion of D. J. Starr, the answer of the Twenty-second Question, 
fixing the time and place of the next session, to be followed by the 
calling of the roll for subscriptions to the Conference Minutes, was made 
the order of the day on the opening of Conference to-morrow morning. 

A collection was taken by Conference for the sexton of this church 
amounting to twenty-five dollars. 

A resolution requesting the publicalion of Dr. Pearne’s missionary 
sermon was adopted. 

J. F. Marlay, G. H. Dart, and G. W. Kelley were appointed to present 
complimentary resolutions for the close of Conference. 

On motion, the consideration of the Constitutional Questions submitted 
to us by the General Conference w T as made the order of the day to-mor- 
row morning, to follow the orders already fixed. 

On motion, an afternoon session was ordered to begin at three o’clock. 
Bishop Merrill appointed J. M. Walden to preside, and W. I. Ellsworth 
to open w r ith prayer. 

After notices, Conference adjourned with the benediction by W. N. 
Williams. 



SIXTH HAY. 

Tuesday Morning, September 5, 1876. 

Conference opened with a prayer-meeting led by Rev. G. II. Ken- 
nedy. At nine o’clock Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of yesterday afternoon’s session was read and approved. 

Wm. Young moved the suspension of all the other orders of the day, 
and that we take up the case of brother Stephenson. The motion pre- 
vailed. S. W. Edmiston and W. P. Jackson were appointed door-keep- 
ers. The Bishop stated the order of proceeding. The resolution 
authorizing the investigation was read. Rev. S. B. Smith, Secretary of 
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the Committee of Inquiry, read the record of the Committee’s investi- 
gations. 

The deposition of Alice M. Brown, the accusing witness in the case, 
was presented, and read by the Secretary of the Committee. 

The affidavit of Alice Brown before Esquire Hume, of Urbana, Ohio, 
together with her examination and cross-examination by the attorneys 
in the case then present, was offered to be read. 

Dr. T. H. Pearne objected that this is not competent testimony in 
the case. 

Bishop Merrill decided that, as we do not swear the witnesses in such 
an investigation, we are not bound by the technicalities that govern the 
proceedings of a civil court, and that the testimony in question is ad- 
missible, the brethreu being competent to determine its worth for them- 
selves, and the testimony was admitted. 

Dr. Pearne took exceptions to the ruling of the chair, and wished his 
exceptions entered on the Minutes, which was done. 

The statement of Alice Brown before Mayor C. H. Ganson, of Urbana. 
Ohio, was read. Alice Brown’s affidavit and sworn examination before 
Esquire S. B. Garver, of Piqua, were read. The above papers comprise 
the testimony of the prosecution, and with them they rested the case. 

The testimony of the defense was then introduced. The testimony 
of Jas. Stephenson, taken before the Committee of Inquiry, was read. 
The deposition of Milo G. Williams, of Urbana, Ohio, taken before the 
prosecution and defense of the case representing the Conference, was 
read. The deposition of C. H. Ganson, Mayor of Urbana, taken before 
the same parties, was read. The deposition of Robert M. Miller, of Ur- 
bana, Ohio, taken before the same parties, was read. Deposition of 
John J. Anderson, of Urbana, Ohio, was read. The foregoing depo- 
sitions were duly certified. The sworn statement of David K. Hooley, 
of Urbana, Ohio, duly certified, was read. Depositions of Mortimore 
F. Ritchie, H. H. Durant, Caroline V. Durant, and Ruth E. Rhodeham- 
mel, taken before counsel for prosecution and defense, and properly certi- 
fied, were read. 

On motion of J. M. Walden, Conference adjourned with the Doxology, 
and benediction by Rev. Dr. Hoyt, to meet at two o’clock. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Tuesday Afternoon, September 5, 1876. 

Conference opened with devotional services led by Rev. J. H. Mid- 
dleton. At two o’clock Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of the morning session was read, and approved. 

The consideration of Rev. J. Stephenson’s case was resumed. The 
Secretary of the Committee of Inquiry read the following papers: Depo- 
sition of Nannie H. Stephenson, the wife of the accused, before counsel 
for prosecution and defense, was presented. 

Objection having been made to the competency of this witness, it was 
referred to the Bishop for his decision. The Bishop decided that her 
testimony is admissible. 

The deposition of Mrs. Stephenson was read. This deposition is duly 
certified. Testimony of William A. Rhodehammel, of N. F. Wilbur, 
and of Thomas J. Proctor, duly certified, were read. Testimony of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Marlay, being a part of the minutes of the Committee of In- 
quiry, was read. 

Rev. J. Stephenson’s oral testimony was taken in the open Conference, 
and he was cross-examined by the counsel for the prosecution, and by 
Rev. W. H. Lawder and William Ruuyan. 

Rev. J. Stephenson, by request, made a statement to the Conference. 
Rev. Gr. H. Dart testified before the Conference. Rev. S. D. Clayton 
testified before the Conference, and was cross-examined by Dr. Lowrey, 
L. F. Van Cleve, J. F. Conrey, and T. J. Harris. 

This closed the testimony for the defense. 

Rev. M. Kauffman, of the counsel for the prosecution, addressed the 
Conference. Rev. J. Pearson and Rev. J. F. Conrey, counsel for the 
defense, addressed the Conference. 

Pending the address of J. F. Conrey, Conference adjourned to meet 
this evening at half-past seven o’clock, with the benediction by Dr. 
Lowrey. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Tuesday Evening, September 5, 1876. 

Conference opened with devotional services led by Rev. S. B. Smith. 
At half-past seven o’clock, Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of the afternoon’s session was read, and approved. 

The consideration of Rev. J. Stephenson’s case was resumed; and Rev. 
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J. F. Conrey continued his defense of the accused. Rev. T. J. Harris, 
counsel for the prosecution, addressed the Conference, closing the plead- 
ings in the case. The Bishop stated that all members of Conference in 
full connection will be entitled to vote, and announced the form in which 
the vote will be taken. Ou call of brother Young, the charge and speci- 
fication were read. The vote was taken on the specification; one hundred 
and eight voted in the negative, — none in the affirmative; and the speci- 
fication was declared by the Bishop not sustained. 

A collection was takeu to defray the expenses of this trial, amounting 
to thirty-five dollars. 

J. Pearson moved that brother Stephenson have permission to use the 
documents in this case in his trial before the Court. The motion was 
adopted. 

J. F. Marlay made a supplementary report from the Committee of 
Education, which was adopted. 

J. M. Walden read a resolution in relation to the patronage by the 
East Ohio Conference to the Ohio Wesleyan University, as a part of the 
report of the Committee on Education, which was adopted. 

J. F. Marlay read a paper in relation to Hillsboro College, as a part 
of the report of the Committee on Education, which was adopted. 

The order of the day was taken up, and the roll was called to obtain 
subscriptions to the Conference Minutes. 

On motion of J. F. Conrey, the Committee of Publication were in- 
structed to send Minutes to the absent members, according to their 
judgment. 

A. U. Beall and E. P. James, Auditing Committee, reported; and 
their report was adopted. 

The Twentieth Question, “ Where and when shall the next Conference 
be held?" was taken up. 

Middletown and Xenia were nominated and represented; and the First 
Church, Xenia, was agreed upon as the place for the next session. 

J. Verity addressed the Conference, and was given a supernumerary 
relation, without appointment, at his own request. 

Resolutions complimentary to Dr. Lowrey, presented by Dr. Waldeu, 
were adopted ; and Dr. Lowrey was furnished a certified copy of the 
same, signed by the Bishop. 

Resolutions respectful to Rev. E. S. Chapman, fraternal delegate from 
the Miami Conference of the United Brethren Church, were adopted; 
and Dr. Pearne was appointed fraternal delegate to the same Conference 
next year. 
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The report from the Committee on the administration of W. Herr on 
D. D. Davisson’s estate was adopted. 

On motion, Conference adjourned to meet to-morrow morning at eight 
o’clock, with the benediction by Rev. D. J. Starr. 



SEVENTH DAY. 

Wednesday Morning, September 6, 1S76. 

Conference opened with the usual devotional services, led by Rev. 
S. F. Conrey. At half-past eight, Bishop Merrill took the chair. 

The Journal of last night’s session was read, and approved. 

L. H. Sargent, Esq., of Cincinnati, was introduced, and represented 
the interests of the Ohio State Sunday-school Union. 

The Bishop announced, as the order of the day, the constitutional 
questions submitted by the last General Conference to the annual confer- 
ences. The Bishop explained the effect of the adoption of the proposi- 
tions. The roll was called, and sixty-eight voted in the affirmative, and 
thirty-six in the negative, on the proposition to change the ratio of repre 
sentation in the General Conference. 

The Bishop submitted the proposition in relation to the suspension of 
the Third Restrictive Rule, so as to give the annual conferences authority 
to determine the number of districts. The roll was called, and thirty- 
two voted in the affirmative, and sixty voted in the negative. 

On motion, the presiding elders were requested to nominate Triers of 
Appeals in open Conference. T. J. Harris, L. Clark, F. M. Clemans, 
Win. Herr, T. Collett, W. Runyan, and S. Weeks were nominated, and 
elected by Conference. 

G. Moody presented resolutions relating to the constitutional ques- 
tions, which were adopted by a vote of fifty-nine to sixteen. 

The Tenth Question was taken up. 

C. W. Ketcham, Presiding Elder of West Cincinnati District, repre- 
sented his district, and his character and that of each preacher in his 
district passed, those in charge having reported their missionary col- 
lections. 

J. Stephenson, Presiding Elder of Dayton District, represented his 
work, and his character and that of each preacher in his district passed, 
those in charge having reported their missionary collections. 

W. A. Robinson having proffered to supplement his missionary col- 
lection with five hundred dollars saved from his salary in former years, 
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Gr. Moody offered a resolution, which was adopted by Conference, ex- 
pressing high regard for the Christian and ministerial character of brother 
Robinson, but declining his offer, and requesting him to report only his 
missionary collection. 

J. W. Cassatt, Presiding Elder of Springfield District, represented his 
work, and his character and that of each preacher in his district passed, 
those in charge reporting their missionary collections. 

J. T. Bail, Presiding Elder of Hillsboro District, represented his 
work, and his character and that of each preacher in his district passed, 
those in charge reporting their missionary collections. 

Gr. Moody, Presiding Elder of Ripley District, represented his work, 
and his character and that of each preacher in his district passed, those 
in charge reporting their missionary collections. 

Rev. J. W. Weakley, having been taken sick during Conference, was 
taken home, and granted a supernumerary relation without work. The 
Cabinet having directed Dr. Moody to prepare a letter of regard to Dr. 
and Mrs. Weakley, Conference indorsed the communication, and it was 
forwarded. 

Gr. Moody moved the location of T. J. Euans, at his own request. 
Carried 

Bishop Merrill announced the transfer of N. W. Darlington from the 
Kentucky Conference to the Cincinnati Conference. 

William H. Miesse, an ordained elder, was presented for readmission, 
and he was readmitted and introduced to the Conference. 

The Second Question, “ Who are admitted on trial V was taken up. 

The recommendations of Frank Leever, Charles W. Rishell, and Edgar 
D. Keyes, were presented. They were introduced to the Conference, and, 
after the representations of their examiners and elders, were admitted 
on trial. 

B. F. January was introduced to Conference. 

David Asher M’Colm, from Ripley District, was introduced to Con- 
ference. 

C. W. Ketcham moved, in view of the condition of our work, that we 
receive no married man this year. Adopted. 

On motion, Conference adjourned to meet at half-past one o’clock this 
afternoon. Benediction by brother Ketcham.

L. F. Van Cleve presented resolution in relation to Dr. Curry’s ser- 
mon last Sabbath afternoon. Adopted.

Dr. Pearne presented the report of the Committee on the Observance 
of the Sabbath, which, after amendment, was adopted. 

Rev. J. F. Conrey, Treasurer of the Conference Missionary Society, 
read his report. 

A. W. Tibbits presented the report on temperance, which was adopted. 

Report of Committee on Finance was read and adopted. 

The following sales of Church property were authorized by vote of Con- 
ference. To sell the parsonage on the old Lexington Circuit, and divide 
the funds pro rata betweeu Lexington and Leesburg ; also to divide the 
funds belonging to the old Clarksville Circuit equally between Clarks- 
ville and Martinsville Circuits; to the Trustees of Camden Circuit to 

I sell a part of the parsonage lot at Camden, and the church at Collins- 
ville ; to the Trustees of M’Lean Church, Cincinnati, to sell a part of 
their church lot; to the Trustees of St. Paris and Lena to sell the par- 
sonage at Lena ; to the Trustees of Seven Mile to sell a part of their 
church lot; to the Trustees of Burlington Circuit to sell a part of their 
church lot; and to the Trustees of Jamestown to sell their old church 
property and reinvest the funds. 

The pastor of AValnut Hills Church was authorized to nominate a 
board of trustees, to be confirmed by the Quarterly Conference of that 
charge, to have charge of a small grave-yard on Grandon Road belong- 
ing to the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on Bible Cause, which 
was adopted. 
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D. J. Starr presented the report of the Committee on Parsonages, 
which was adopted. D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on Sun- 
day Schools, which was adopted. 

The Report on Education was adopted, and the Secretary was requested 
to notify persons of their appointment to raise funds for the Ohio Wes- 
leyan University in the several districts. 

The Steward’s Report was adopted and the funds distributed. Brother 
Mack was intrusted to distribute J. A. Reeder’s funds. The. advancing 
of $100 to Mrs. Brown was approved, and the loan refunded, with $4.55 
interest. 

Brothers Young, Lowrey, and Pearne were appointed to consider 
Brother Herr’s administration of Dr. Davisso n’s estate. 

Conference ordered that reports of the various committees be pub- 
lished in Minutes without reading, and the Publishing Committee were 
authorized to edit such reports/ 

Bishop Merrill was requested to appoint Rev. T. Lee as Superin- 
tendent and Chaplain of the Cincinnati Bethel. 

The report of the Committee on Church Extension was read by D. J. 
Starr, and the nominations thereof were concurred in by the Bishop and 
presiding elders, and the report was adopted by the Conference. 

The Bishop called for the report of the Board of Church Extension, 
and there was no response. 

J. T. Bail reported the amounts assessed by the presiding elders on 
the various districts for the Episcopal Funds. Approved. 

Dr. Pearne moved that the presiding elders be requested to collect the 
amounts apportioned to the several charges quarterly and forward the 
same to the book agents. Carried. 

D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on Church Statistics, 
which was adopted. D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on 
Freedmen’s Aid Society, w r hich was adopted. D. J. Starr read the re- 
port of the Committee on Tracts, which was adopted. 

The Bishop announced the committees of examinations for next year. 

J. Stephenson presented the report of the Committee on Missions, 
which was adopted. D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions, which was adopted. 

It was moved, that wherever officers of Conference societies have not 
been appointed the officers of last year be continued. Carried. 

The Journal was read, amended, and approved. After the singing of 
an appropriate verse and prayer by Rev. Wm. Herr, the appointments 
were read by the Bishop, and the Conference adjourned without date.

1. Resolved, It is the judgment of this Conference that no suspension 
of the Third Restrictive Rule is required in order to give the General 
Conference the authority to grant to the annual conferences the privilege 
of fixing the number of districts. 

2. Resolved, That this Conference does not approve of these limita- 
tions named in the said proposition ; namely, the forbidding any annual 
conference to have more than eight districts, and to put more than sixty 
charges in one district.

Whereas, our beloved brother, Rev. Asbury Lowrey, D. D., long 
associated with us in conference relations, and ever maintaining among 
us an honorable standing, has indicated his purpose to travel abroad ;

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH STATISTICS.

3. Resolved , That we will hold a special session in the afternoon of 
the first day of the Conference for the purpose of presenting our statis- 
tical reports and collections. 

4. Resolved , That the Statistical Secretary shall not be required to 
receive and enter statistics presented after the third day of the session.

Ohio Wesleyan University. 

The Ohio Wesleyan University has never done better work for her 
pupils, for the Church, or for the general public, than during the past 
year.

Never before has the institution been so trammeled and crippled in its 
great work for lack of funds to meet current expenses. The appropria- 
tions made by the Trustees at their last session exceed their income by 
several hundred dollars; and now it is for the Cincinnati Conference to 
say whether this noble institution shall falter in her great work. To the 
action of this body the Trustees and Faculty look with intensest solicitude. 

If the influence of the Ohio Wesleyan University be an important

element in the evangelization of this mighty and growing West; if her 
work is needful in the great cause of popular education ; if Methodism 
requires an institution of learning of as high a grade as any in the 
country; if we can not hope to hold our position in this country without 
an educated ministry, then it is our most solemn and imperative duty to 
awaken to the great work bequeathed to us by the founders of the Ohio 
Wesleyan University. 

We therefore recommend, for adoption, the following: 

Whereas , This Conference has voted to endow a professorship by 
raising at least thirty thousand dollars for the purpose; and, whereas , 
the last General Conference recommended the raising of a memorial fund 
during the Centenary year of the nation, and its appropriation to the 
support of our literary institutions; therefore, 

1. Resolved , That we will continue our efforts in behalf of the Ohio 
Wesleyan University, that the largest measure of usefulness may be real- 
ized, and that we earnestly commend it to all our people for their liberal 
contributions, and to those who are disposing of their property by will, 
that they remember this worthy enterprise in their bequests. 

2. Resolved , That, for the purpose of raising the proposed endowment, 
we recommeud, in consequence of the present monetary pressure, that sub- 
scriptions be taken, secured by note, payable in five annual installments, 
without interest, if subscribers desire it, for any sum not less than twenty- 
five dollars per annum; and we pledge ourselves to give of our means to 
the extent of our ability, and to aid in securing liberal subscriptions 
from our people. 

3. Resolved , That, for the carrying forward of this work, the following 
Committees be appointed from the various districts of this Conference, 
and that, should any vacancies occur, it shall be the duty of the Educa- 
tional Society of this Conference to provide a supply: 

East Cincinnati District — W. L. Hypes, Chairman; A. B. Leonard, J. It. 
Wright, C. W. Rowland. 

West Cincinnati District — C. W. Ketcham, Chairman; James Murray, C. W. 
Cole, J. Cochnower. 

Dayton District — James Stephenson, Chairman ; T. H. Pearne, Eugene Parrott, 
G. W. Iloglen. 

Springfield District— J . W. Cassatt, Chairman; E. T. Wells, P. P. Mast, Wm. 
W arnock, 

Hillsboro District — J. T. Bail, Chairman; L. Clark, I. H. De Bruin, Jacob 
Saylor. 

Ripley District — G. Moody, Chairman ; J. P. Porter, A. J. Stivers, J.T. Wilson. 

4. Resolved , That we highly appreciate the able services of Rev. L. D. 
M’Cabe, D. D., as acting President for the last three years, wherein he 
has shown great skill in the exercise of a kind and efficient discipline, 
and in maintaining a high standard of Christiau education; and we 
respectfully request the presiding Bishop to reappoint him to the chair 
he has so long and usefully occupied in the Faculty of the University. 

5. Resolved , That we recommend the re-election of Rev. L. F. Van 
Cleve, A. M., as a trustee of the University. 

6. Resolved , That we recommend the appointment of Rev. J. M. 
Walden, D. D., and of Rev. T. H. Pearne, D. D., as visitors and exam- 
iners of the University for the ensuing year. 
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7. Resolved , That we recommend the appointment of a financial agent 
for the Ohio Wesleyan University from the Cincinnati Conference; and 
we respectfully request the Presiding Bishop to appoint the Rev. L. F. 
Van Cleve to this position; and that Revs. E. T. Wells, J. T. Bail, and 
F. G. Mitchell be a committee to estimate the salary of said agent. 

EASTERN OHIO CONFERENCE AND THE UNIVERSITY. 

Whereas , the last General Conference created the Eastern Ohio Con- 
ference, thereby including the territory of our State in conferences wholly 
within its limits; and whereas , Methodism in every part of Ohio is 
equally interested in making the Ohio Wesleyan University a thoroughly 
equipped institution, the real and powerful center of our denominational 
educational work in this State ; therefore, 

Resolved , That cordially welcoming the Eastern Ohio Conference to 
its place among the conferences of Ohio Methodism, we earnestly invite 
said Conference to a joint patronage of the Ohio Wesleyan University. 



PROPOSED UNION OF THE UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE. 

On the proposed union of the Ohio Wesleyan University and the Ohio 
Wesleyan Female College, your Committee submit the following: 

Whereas, in the judgment of this Conference, the Trustees of the Ohio 
Wesleyan University are in position to be the best judges of the practi- 
cability and desirableness of the proposed union; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Cincinnati Conference authorize such action, when- 
ever, in the opinion of three-fourths of said Board of Trustees, the time 
for such consolidation has arrived, provided that the union imposes no 
pecuniary embarrassment on the University. 

Xenia College. 

Tnis institution commands the entire confidence of the community in 
which it is located, and continues to receive, as it deserves, a liberal 
patronage. Though it was originally established for ladies only, for the 
last thirteen years gentlemen also have been admitted, and the experi- 
ment of co-education in this institution has been successful. The work 
of the school has been steadily and efficiently prosecuted during the past 
year. The Normal-school, held during the summer vacation, is attracting 
the attention of teachers more and more, having been attended during 
the recent session by seventy -five students. 

The character and ability of President Wm. Smith and his Faculty 
are a sufficient guarantee that the institution will continue to deserve 
the patronage of the public. 

We recommend as visitors and examiners, for the ensuing year, the 
pastors of Xenia, Dayton, and Yellow Springs. 

Hillsboro Female College. 

1. Resolved, That W. I. Fee, W. B. Moler, J. T. Bail, J. F. Chal- 
fant, L. F. Van Cleve, A. Meharry, and M. Dustin be chosen trustees of 
the Hillsboro Female College for the ensuing year. 
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2. Resolved , That the pastors of Hillsboro and Greenfield and the pre- • 
siding elder of Hillsboro District be the visitors and examiners for the 
ensuing year. 

3. Resolved, That the Presiding Bishop be requested to reappoint Rev. 
J. M’D. Mathews, D. D., to the presidency of this institution, and that 
we commend the school to the confidence and patronage of the public. 

FINANCIAL. 

Whereas, the Cincinnati Annual Conference, at its session in Hillsboro 
in 1869, accepted the proposition to settle the claim of the Hillsboro 
Female College by the payment of S3, 500, with this proviso, namely: 
“And in the event of the failure to secure this money by any and all the 
means tried by the next session of our Conference, we then give up all 
our right in the College, and surrender it back to the trustees and stock- 
holders, on condition the money paid heretofore from collections be 
refunded to the Conference;” and whereas, after payment of $3,607.95 
by members of our Conference, there remains due, on principal and 
interest, $1,152.05, for the payment of which there is no provision, 
except the unpaid subscriptions, the collection of which does not seem 
practicable ; therefore, 

1. Resolved, That this Conference will relinquish all claim upon said 
College, in pursuance with its action above named, whenever the amount 
we have paid to the present time shall be refunded. 

2. Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the Cincinnati Conference 
are hereby instructed to receive the moneys so refunded; and when the 
full amount is refunded, the members of the Board of Trustees of said 
College, elected by this Conference, shall vacate their places in said 
board. 

Cincinnati Wesleyan College. 

This oldest of our colleges for the education of women has had a very 
successful year. Rev. D. H. Moore, D. D., has carried into his new 
position his characteristic energy and enthusiasm. Two hundred and 
twenty pupils have been in attendance during the year. The graduating 
class numbered thirty-three, being the largest class ever sent out by this 
institution. 

The exterior of the building — one of the most elegant of the kind in 
the country — has been newly painted during the Summer vacation, 
greatly improving its appearance; while other changes which have been 
made will add to the efficiency of this noble and successful school. 

The College of Music, under the direction of Carl Barus, offers unusual 
advantages to those studying this science. At the last Commencement, 
original musical compositions were executed. In the department of 
Natural Science, in charge of an accomplished teacher, large attention 
will be given to instruction and experiment from a Christian stand-point. 
The new Laboratory and its furnishing will be unsurpassed by any other 
institution. 

We cordially commend this school to the patronage of our people and 
of the public. 

We respectfully request the Presiding Bishop to reappoint Rev. D. H. 
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Moore, D. D., to the presidency of the Cincinnati Wesleyan College. 
We also recommend the Conference to appoint as visitors and examiners 
for the ensuing year the pastors of Wesley and St. Paul’s, Cincinnati; 
Grace Church, Dayton; Green-street Church, Piqua; First Church, Ur- 
bana; Central Church, Springfield; First Church, Xenia; aud the pastors 
of Hillsboro aud Ripley. 

Garrett Biblical Institute. 

From the Visiting Committee of the Cincinnati Conference, who at- 
tended the recent Commencement exercises at the Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute, meeting there visitors from the several Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and 
Wisconsin Conferences, we learn that the class of graduates displayed 
thoroughness in those studies in which they were examined, aud that 
they went forth from the institution well furnished for effective service 
for the Master; that the attendance of students had been about as ordi- 
nary — slightly less, perhaps, from the financial depression ; that, owing 
to the financial crisis, the funds had failed to fully meet the expenses ; 
and that the professors had generously consented to a large reduction of 
their already small salaries. 

Resolved , That wealthy Christians be encouraged, of their abundance, 
to bestow substantial help upou this grand agency for good, and so tide 
over the present difficulty. 

Ultimately, the foundations of the institution will be ample for all its 
needs. At present the income is small and unreliable.

REPORT OX SUNDAY-SCIIOOES. 

Forasmuch as the last General Conference adopted and published a 
general plan of Sunday-school organization and control, we deem it of 
importance that these regulations should be adopted in all our schools, 
where practicable. (See Discipline, Sections 248-9.) 

In addition to these disciplinary provisions, we do not hesitate to 
express the opinion that the time has now come when the pastor who wil- 
fully neglects the Sunday-school loses his Samson lock of power, and his 
services will not be sought for by the people. 

We believe the difficulty of keeping our young people in the Sunday- 
school, as they approach mauhood and womanhood, will be fully obviated 
by the faithful attendance of the parents and older members of the 
Church; and we would suggest the formation of a class in every school 
for those in advanced life. 

We would commend to all our schools the immediate adoption of the 
Constitution prescribed by our late General Conference. We would 
recommend the adoption of the u Berean Series,” on sale by Hitchcock 
& AYalden, Cincinnati, to all our Sunday-schools, and we would urge 
the continuance of those schools during the entire year. 

AYe would also encourage and assist our people to make such contribu- 
tions to the support of our Sunday-schools as will enable them to provide 
suitable libraries and an ample supply of our periodical literature.

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REPORT OX FREEDMEFS AID SOCIETY. 

This, though the youngest, is by no means the least important of the 
benevolent societies of our Church. As we contemplate its past, con- 
sider its present, and anticipate its future, we are profoundly impressed 
with the grandeur and magnitude of the work. After aiding in its earlier 
history a multitude of schools of primary grade, from which have gone 
out hundreds of preachers and thousands of teachers, the Society is now 
directing its efforts mainly to schools of a higher grade. Of these we 
now sustain fourteen, employing sixty teachers, who are instructing and 
training for future usefulness over two thousand pupils. These schools 
are distributed among eleven Southern States, owning property estimated 
at over two hundred thousand dollars, and are, directly and indirectly, 
influencing, physically, intellectually, morally, 'and civilly, a large portion 
of those so recently emancipated. About four-fifths of those educated in 
these schools are engaging iu preaching and teaching, and by this two- 
fold agency rapidly overcoming the degradation, ignorance, and immo- 
rality of these hitherto neglected and downtrodden people. Truly this 
desert is beginning to bud aud blossom as the rose. Then our Church is 
largely responsible, in the providence of God, for carrying forward this 
indispensable work. That she recognizes this responsibility is evinced 
in her increased material support; her contributions to this cause in the 
past two years increasing, whilst nearly every other has declined, and 
aggregating, last year, over eighty-six thousand dollars, and that amount 
from a few over half the charges of the several conferences. Of these 
the Cincinnati is the banner conference, contributing, last year, nearly 
twice the amount of any other. We commend this Society to the warm 
sympathy, fervent prayers, and liberal material support of our people. 

Your Committee recommend for adoption the following resolution : 

Resolved , That during the next year we will faithfully examine and 
present the claims aud needs of the Freedmen’s Aid Society to our 
several charges, and by example as well as precept, use every endeavor 
to raise the apportionment to our several charges.

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REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



The Committee on Temperance have had the subject under considera- 
tion, and recommend the adoption of the resolutions of the last General 
Conference : 

1. Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to the importation, man- 
ufacture, and sale of all kinds of distilled, fermented, and vinous liquors 
designed to be used as a beverage ; and that it is the duty of every 
member of the Christian Church to discountenance and oppose the evil 
at all times by voice and vote. 

2. Resolved, That we earnestly protest against the members of our 
Church giving countenance to the liquor traffic, by voting to grant 
license to sell either distilled or fermented or vinous liquors, or renting 
property to be used as the place in or on which to manufacture or sell 
such intoxicating liquors. 

3. Resolved, That we are fully convinced of the wisdom and absolute 
need of total legal prohibition. 

4. Resolved, That we recommend the organization of juvenile tem- 
perance societies in all our charges and Sunday-schools. 

5. Resolved, That we recognize the necessity of healthy temperance 
literature, and therefore recommend the publications of the National 
Temperance Association of New York to the patronage of our people 
and Sunday-schools. 

6. Resolved, That we recommend the use of none but pure, unfer- 
mented juice of the grape on our sacramental occasions.

7. Resolved , That we gratefully recognize and heartily commend the 
ministry of the gifted and godly women of the Churches in the work of 
temperance, and in their holy crusade against the liquor traffic. 

In pursuance with your instructions your Committee, having consid- 
ered the relation of malt liquors to the temperance reform, report as 
follows: 

During the past quarter of a century the increase in the production of 
malt liquors in our country has been unprecedented, rising from 1,179,- 
495 barrels in 1850 to 8,880,629 barrels in 1874 ; this business now 
employs in the twenty-six hundred breweries about three times as many 
hands and four times as much capital as the seven hundred distilleries ; 
to meet its demand for grain 1,580,626 acres of barley were raised and 
over six million bushels imported ; its traffic has brought to our country 
the beer saloon, beer hall, and beer garden, with all their demoralizing 
customs and tendencies; its influence in our society and upon our politics 
is evident and manifestly pernicious ; therefore, 

1. Resolved , That we call the prayerful attention of our membership 
to the growing magnitude and increasing evils of the malt liquor interest, 
and to the necessity of discouraging, in every proper way, the produc- 
tion, sale, and use of malt liquors. 

2. Resolved , That, inasmuch as the barley crop is almost wholly used 
in the manufacture of these liquors, we caution our members against 
such participation in the evil as is involved in the product of this grain. 

3. Resolved , That legal measures for the repression of intemperance 

can not be effective until they prohibit the traffic in malt as well as dis- 
tilled liquors. S. D. Clayton, Chairman.

REPORT OH SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



The Sabbath law imposed at creation and renewed on Mt. Sinai is yet 
unrepealed. Its sanctions are as sacred and weighty as those which for- 
bid murder or adultery. In the early times men’s waywardness aud 
rebellion made it necessary that God should hedge the Sabbath about 
with strong guards. In spite of this his own people, again and again, 
like a willful child refusing wholesome and needed restraint, turned 
away from keeping God’s Sabbath. The chastisements which God 
repeatedly administered upon them for Sabbath desecration are quite too 
much disregarded. 

The Savior’s statement, “The Sabbath was made for man and not man 
for the Sabbath,” and his examples as to the Fourth Commandment, as 
well as his comments upon it, in no sense annul it. They only reaffirm 
the law with clearer light shining upon it, and with an added emphasis 
for its faithful keeping. 

That the law admits of works of mercy and of necessity does not make 
the exceptions the rule. These exceptions existed from the beginning. 
They were not introduced and established by Christ. He simply an- 
nounced them and recognized them as coeval with the law. 
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The change of the special day from the seventh to the first by the 
example and authority of the Great Law-giver, neither abrogates nor 
annuls the law of the Sabbath. Like all other precepts of the moral 
code, its observance is essential to man’s highest welfare as to all parts 
of his being. To lower the claims of the Sabbath law, to construe it 
away by pleading the paramount scope of the exceptions, is to strike a 
deadly blow at its beneficent purposes and tendencies. This is amply 
shown by example. Rationalistic Germany, skeptical, pleasure-loving 
France, and papal Spain, each of which is without a Sabbath, in contrast 
with Sabbath-keeping nations, as Great Britain, Switzerland, and the 
United States, show that in Sabbath-keeping are thrift, order, civiliza- 
tion, and a pure religion, while skepticism, dissipation, and demoraliza- 
tion result from Sabbath desecration and disregard. 

Human tendency unchecked is ever inclined to Sabbath- breaking, both 
by individuals and masses. This evil is enhanced just now in our midst 
by the presence of multitudes who have imported from foreign lands 
their Sabbath amusements. Hence the necessity that the Church shall 
insist upon the supreme claims of the Sabbath ; and also that the Chris- 
tian State shall protect every citizen in the reasonable enjoyment and use 
of the Sabbath. 

As pastors, therefore, and as Christians, we raise a note of warning 
against the growing disregard and violation of the holy Sabbath. We 
reckon as such violation, pleasure riding, traveling, and excursions on 
the Sabbath ; the running of Sunday trains and steamboats ; patronizing 
Sunday newspapers; Sunday visiting and picnics; therefore, 

1. Resolved , That we disapprove of public amusements, parades, and 
festivities on the Sabbath ; and also of the opening of art halls, public 
libraries, and county, State, national, and world’s fairs on the Sabbath. 

2. Resolved , That we recognize with gratitude to Almighty God the 
action of the Commissioners of the Centennial Exposition in refusing to 
open the Exposition on the Lord’s day. 

3. Resolved , That the civil authority is under weighty obligation to 
wisely enforce existing Sabbath laws. 

4. Resolved , That we will preach once a year in all our principal con- 
gregations on the proper observance of the Sabbath. 

5. Resolved , That we will, kindly and prayerfully, but also firmly and 
faithfully, insist upon the proper observance of the holy Sabbath by the 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church under our pastoral care. 

6. Resolved , That we discountenance and condemn the holding of 
camp-meetings on the Sabbath day, except with closed gates and the 
suspension of secular and financial business.

REPORT OX THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

At the General Conference of 1836 the American Bible Society was 
adopted as the Bible Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and has 
been ever since that time recognized and commended, both by General 
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and Annual Conferences, as one of the regular causes for which annual 
collections should be taken in all our Churches. The far-reaching benev- 
olence of the Society, and the great beuefit realized from it, both in the 
domestic and foreign field of Church activity, eminently entitles it to, 
and demands our most cheerful and liberal support. 

For the past fifteen years a member of this Conference, Ilev. W. Herr, 
has represented and superintended the interests of the cause in the 
southern part of Ohio, embracing within his district the Ohio, Cincin- 
nati, and parts of North Ohio, Central Ohio, and East Ohio Conferences. 
And now. that this superintendency of the Bible work is about to cease, 
it is due to his eminently laborious and efficient service that a record of 
results should be made. It is, therefore, with pleasure, that we commend 
to the attention of the Conference, and our people generally, the follow- 
ing extract from his Annual Report to the Parent Society for the year 
ending March, 1876. 

“ It is now fifteen years since I entered the Bible work, nearly nine 
years of that time in the south-western district of Ohio, the balance 
iu the district of Southern Ohio; and it may be interesting, instructive, 
and encouraging to know what a noble work for God and humanity has 
been accomplished within that period. The following tabular statement 
will furnish the facts :

REPORT ON FINANCE. 



Your Committee on Finance submit the following report : 

In view of the fact that the financial interests of the Church of God 
are second only to her spiritual interests, the former always greatly 
affecting the latter, and in view of the fact that so many of our people 
are so poorly informed, and, therefore, fail to have a just appreciation of 
the great importance of this subject, we recommend — 

1. That our preachers and intelligent laymen labor to instruct our 
people, and by all proper means enforce upon them their financial obli- 
gations to God and to his cause. 

2. That as far as practicable a uniform financial plan be adopted by 
all our charges and societies. 

3. That, to approximate this uniformity of plan, let the steward or 
stewards, assisted by two or more judicious members of the charge or 
society, apportion each member his just proportion of the amount to be 
raised, and then, publicly or privately, as may be deemed best, get each 
member to accept his apportionment or any other just amount, and also 
solicit from each attendant on the Church services, who is not a member 
of the Church contributions for the support of the Gospel. 

4. That the steward or stewards secure as far as possible weekly, 
monthly, or at farthest quarterly payments of these assessments and sub- 
scriptions, or, wherever it is at all practical, adopt the envelope system, 
and make a quarterly and an annual report to the charge or society of 
all of the moneys received and expended. 

5. That the quarterly conferences elect such men for stewards as will, 
as far as possible, carry out this plan. 

6. That, in view of the comparatively meagre support hitherto received 
by a large majority of our preachers, notwithstanding the financial 
stringency of the times, lest the cause of God suffer and God be dishon- 
ored, the estimating committees, quarterly conferences, and district stew- 
ards make our preachers and presiding elders as liberal allowances as 
the circumstances will admit of. 

7. That all our pastors, as soon as practicable, have this report read

REPORT OX BOOK CONCERN AND PERIODICALS. 

We, your Committee, have given the degree of attention which the 
hurry of a conference session permits to the subjects referred to us, and 
have carefully examined the “exhibit” of the Methodist Book Concern, 
which has been placed in our hands. Although we speak of them sepa- 
rately — the books and periodicals, — nevertheless, each forms an essential 
part of our Church system, by which we aim to give to the people placed 
under our pastoral care a sound religious literature, and to furnish min- 
isters and others such specifically theological works as may be required in 
their respective callings. 

Although the wisdom of this mode of publication has been seriously 
questioned by some prudent and candid members of our communion, and 
although it may be attended with some embarrassments, and liable to 
abuse, we congratulate ourselves and the Church upon the practical fact 
that all serious evils have hitherto been avoided, and a marked and 
gratifying success attained. The Book Concern at Cincinnati has been 
managed with such prudence and skill that it has earned for itself, and 
continues to maintain, a first-class business reputation ; while its issues 
are of the highest moral and religious character, and are greatly beneficial 
in promoting the work of God, by educating, refining, and Christianizing 
those persons into whose hands they are placed. And we are persuaded 
that efforts to circulate our books and periodicals ought to be renewed 
with all the zeal of other years, as an efficient and necessary check to the 
merely secular, immoral, and skeptical literature that constantly presses 
itself upon the attention of the people through the daily and weekly 
papers and the monthly and quarterly periodicals of both Europe and 
America. 

If errors occurred in the financial management (which, however, is 
problematical), they were the errors that merely human imperfection and 
insufficient or impossible foresight permitted to encumber a genuine zeal 
and earnest effort to better serve the Church by more efficiently promoting 
its well-planned enterprises. And it is neither wise nor in accord with 
the interests which we all have deeply at heart to severely criticise the 
management or slacken the support we owe to our publishing interests. 
Such a course is calculated to weaken our own hands and work mischief, 
while it also embarrasses our brethren who have in their charge this 
great agency. 

The large aggregate of $31 9,467.07 of outstanding accounts at the 
Western Concern, $178,047.54 of which is due at Cincinnati, is the ex- 
ponent of one of the greatest evils which besets us; and leads to the 
fear that the management has been more lenient than the preachers were 
entitled to expect, or is safe for the business of the house. Any one can 
see how unpleasant a task it must be for the agents and editors to urge 
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upon the preachers (many of whom are paid very meagre salaries) the 
necessary promptness in their settlements. Hence we, in our Conference 
capacity, would most earnestly and affectionately urge our brethren 
to not fail, except by reason of extreme necessity, to settle all their 
accounts, according to the published and clearly defined conditions 
named in the circulars and catalogues of the Book Concern. 

Periodicals. 

While we part with our cherished favorite, the Ladies' Repository, 
with regret, we accept with hope the more masculine Phoenix which is 
rising from her ashes ; yet we are forced to the conviction that, if the 
Eastern conferences had supported the Repository as liberally as the 
Western, the necessity for its discontinuance would not have existed. In 
the year 1875, only two thousand nine hundred and fifty copies of this 
journal were takeu from the Concern in New York, while twelve thousand 
five hundred were issued from the Western ; a result which was hardly 
to be expected, although the editors, for the last twenty-eight years, have 
all been selected from Eastern conferences, and the periodical issued 
simultaneously from both houses, and was equally without a rival in 
either field. 

We also feel deeply impressed with the importance of such a work as 
that which has been projected under the provisions of our last General 
Conference, and which they placed under the editorial control of the 
acknowledged Nestor of Methodist journalism in America, Rev. Daniel 
Curry, D. D., and christened by the Book Committee “ The National 
Repository." And we trust that, in the midst of much that is positively 
bad, more that is mixed, and little that is religiously pure in this field, 
the journal promised may stand a literary peer of the best, and in its 
religious character shine as “a light in a dark place,” and in its influence 
become as “a tree whose leaves are for the healing of the nations.” 

Of the excellence of the Western Christian Advocate , the painstaking 
industry of its editor, Rev. F. S. Hoyt, D. D., and the good judgment 
which characterizes its general management, under the molding hands of 
himself and his efficient assistant, Rev. J. J. Hight, D. D., we bear a 
cheerful testimony, and earnestly urge our people to give it their cordial 
and unfaltering support. 

The Golden Hours , too, on account of its healthful and unexceptional 
Christian character, able management, and many good qualities, deserves 
a far more hearty and extended patronage by the youth of our own 
Church; and we also recommend it as eminently worthy the public con- 
fidence, and of a general circulation. 

The acknowledged ability with which the Methodist Quarterly Review 
is conducted by Rev. Daniel Whedon, D. D., and by which a realization 
of perfection, in this particular department, is more nearly attained than 
by any similar publication in the country, commends it to all our people, 
and gives it peculiar claims upon the preachers, to whom such a work is 
almost indispensible.

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REPORT OX THE JOIXT COMMISSIOX. 



Your Committee, to which was referred the address of the Joint Com- 
mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, respectfully report. 

The object sought by the Commission was the removal of difficulties 
and obstacles in the way of formal fraternity between these two great 
Churches concerned. It was no ordinary undertaking. We can not too 
highly exalt its importance. Christians must “ seek peace, and pursue 
it.” “As much as lieth in them, they are to live peaceably with all 
men.” 

The chafing and bitterness between some in each Church had been 
extreme. It was quite time that amicable relations should succeed. 
Whoever may have been at fault, it was neither wise nor Christian to 
keep the sore unhealed if healing were practicable. 

The Commission — ten in number, five on each side — appointed by the 
highest authority of the respective Churches, found themselves sustain- 
ing, by a unanimous vote, every position submitted. 

They say : “ By divine guidance, as we trust, we have been able to 
harmonize all differences, and to arrive at the desired consummation of a 
unanimous agreement of complete fraternity. We believe that no prin- 
ciple of honor on either side has been invaded. We struck the key- 
note of brotherly love until it sounded high and clear, and so have been 
enabled to reach the elements of perfect harmony. No divergence of 
sentiment mars the complete unanimity of the Joint Commission touching 
the essential principles of fraternization.” 

We most heartily rejoice in these triumphs of divine grace over human 
weakness. The consummation may involve specific conditions which in 
certain localities may he deemed impracticable ; it may ignore, in the 
estimation of some, historical facts — such things are perhaps unavoid- 
able incidents of similar adjustments : yet so that the great result of 
fraternity is gained, we and the whole Church of Christ may well be 
thankful for the grand achievement. Be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That we hail with profound gratitude to God the general 
results reached by the Joint Commission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church South as to formal fraternity 
and fellowship between the two Churches.

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MEMOIRS. 

REV. J. C. BONTECOU. 

Rev. James C. Bontecou was a native of New Haven, Connecticut, 
but early removed, with his parents, to Albany County, New York. His 
parents had adhered to Episcopal views and forms, but without hope, till 
in their new home the Methodist itinerant, under God, broke their illu- 
sory spell and false trust, and the mother gave her heart to God. 

James Clark was himself converted at the age of fifteen years, without 
ministerial counsel or revival helps — alone with God. He had then, in 
1818, never seen a Sabbath-school. No theological schools offered their 
help to him ; yet he had a deep sense of his insufficiency for the work of 
the ministry, to which he felt himself called. His friends were chary of 
encouragement. The voice of the Spirit alone said to him, “Go thou and 
preach the kingdom of God.” He felt the call to be the itinerant ministry. 

He questioned duty for eight years, not casting away confidence, but 
suffering coldness and barrenness of soul. In 1826, with labors of con- 
science more difficult than those through which he gave his soul to God 
in love, he yielded himself a vessel of the Gospel, to be borne where the 
currents of providence in Methodism should decide. 

He joined the New York Conference in 1827, and was ordained deacon 
at Troy, in 1826, by Bishop Roberts. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
Soule at Springfield, Massachusetts, in 1831, being then a member of the 
New England Conference by a recent division of the former one. 

Perhaps his most notable work in the New England Conference was 
during his pastorate at Edgartowu, Martha’s Vineyard, during 1835 and 
1836. He was one of the original members of Martha’s Vineyard Camp- 
meeting Association, which was formed at that time. At its second meet- 
ing, in 1836, he was superintendent of all its services, which were very 
successful. A religious interest was awakened throughout the Island, 
and about fifty persons confessed obtaining Christ savingly. These Mr. 
Bontecou watched with a pastor’s love, and observed most of them to die 
well. He visited the scene of that victory frequently since, and cherished 
till his death a warm interest in that powerful and popular Camp-meeting 
Association. 

He was transferred to the Ohio Conference in 1840, in which he took 
his first appointment to Worthington Circuit. He marked this year in his 
memory as one of “toil and gloom,” — “not a soul converted to God,’’ — 
the fruitless year of his ministry. His ruling passion, in his calling, 
was “ desire for souls.” He computed his success by the number saved. 
His sense of “ labor in vain ” was painful, and he was “ shut up unto the 
faith ” that the fruit might be seen hence. 

But the Promiser is faithful. The compensations of Providence should 
ever hush our complaining. He soon thereafter saw the travail of his 
chastened soul, and was satisfied. 

Stationed at Circleville the next year, 1841, one of the best revivals 
known to Methodism in that vicinity occurred. Between three hundred 
and four hundred persons were joined to the Church, among whom the 
Lord of the harvest sent forth a number of ministers. 
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In 1844 he was stationed at Athens, Ohio, where he suffered, in the 
second year of his term, the overwhelming grief of his life, in the death 
of his wife. At the age of thirty-three years he had married Miss Con- 
able, whose immediate family are now esteemed citizens of Xenia, Ohio. 
She was mother to his children, dispenser of light and joy in a happy 
home, and an efficient pastoral and revival helper in his work. 

in 1849 he married Miss Mary A. Good, who, with gentle kindness, 
ministered comfort to him in the afternoon of his life, and in sorrow sur- 
vives him. 

By a division of the Ohio Conference he became a member of the 
Cincinnati Conference at its formation. He was stationed at Franklin, 
Oxford, Greenfield; Pearl and York Streets, Cincinnati; Agent Wesleyan 
College, then at North Bend, Madisonville, and other stations and cir- 
cuits, till, in 1866 and 1867, he served his last pastorate on Fletcher 
Circuit, in Miami County. 

He gave forty years of zealous labor to the itinerant ministry, and was 
superannuated eight years, though in no part dependent upon the Church 
for his support. He was enterprising, frugal, and benevolent; and, be- 
sides, with his life of consecrated toil, he will yet bless the Church, in its 
best benevolent interest, by a generous gift. He had good intellectual 
abilities, well sustained with a habit of thorough reading. He was 
always respected for the strength and assuredness of his convictions. In 
the days when it was heroic to say to the “ bondmen ” of the country, 
“ Go free,” he was distinguished in zeal for them. 

Buoyant and sprightly in spirit, he was welcomed to youthful society 
when past the sear age of seventy. His life was unblamable. Without 
rapture, his religious life was uniform and earnest for more than fifty 
years, — never disparaged by those having charity, or impeached by his 
peers. His character was well wrought and established by those years 
of integrity, and it was graciously sustained, in firm hope, when his body 
trembled to its fall. 

Having fully set in order his “ house,” his business, his family, and 
his soul, he was anxious to ‘‘go away,” but patiently waited till his 
change came. His wife and daughter had watched his decline with 
devoted affection, and his last expressions were of love returned, and a 
joyous welcome of his release from mortality, and his assured ascension, 

“From grief and groans, to a golden throne 
Beside the King of heaven.” 

He was seventy-two years of age at his death, which occurred at his 
home in Xenia, Ohio, October 14, 1875. He was buried from the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, where his membership was much esteemed. 
The pastor, M. A. Richards, and Dr. G. C. Crum administered the service. 



REV. N. CALLENDER. 

Rev. N. Callender was born September 18, 1800, in Chazy, Clinton 
County, New York. In 1817 his parents moved to Eastern Ohio. 
Young Callender made the best possible use of his early opportunities. 
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He was converted in Leesburg in 1819. In 1821 he was licensed to 
exhort, and in 1825 to preach, and recommended for admission on trial 
in the Pittsburg Conference, at its first session, in the city of Pittsburg. 
His first appointment was as junior preacher on the Monongahela Cir- 
cuit, which embraced Morgantown, Virginia. In 1826-7 he was junior 
preacher on Harrison Circuit, and in 1827-8 the same on New Lisbon 
Circuit. His other appointments were as follows: 1828-9, Shippensville 
Circuit; 1829-30, Meadville Circuit; 1830-1, St. Clairsville Circuit; 
1831-2, without work, on account of feeble health; 1832-3, in charge 
of Clarksburg Station; 1833-4, Blairsville; 1834—5, Ligonier Circuit; 
1835-7, Beaver Station ; 1837-8, Monongahela Station ; 1838-9, Bir- 
mingham. During his ministry in the English work, having intercourse 
with the German farmers of Pennsylvania and Ohio, he acquired a 
knowledge of that language, and subsequently used it for the glory of 
God in the ministry, and became one of the pioneers of German missions. 
Hence, in 1839-40, he was placed in charge of the Pittsburg German 
Mission District. This was the first German district in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and brother Callender had the honor of building the 
first German Methodist Episcopal church in the connection. In 1840 
he was appointed to the New York German Mission, where he labored 
until the Spring of 1842, when he was appointed Moral Instructor at 
the Western Penitentiary, Pennsylvania, where he continued until 1844; 
1844-5, Wellsville Station, Ohio; 1845-6, Columbiana Circuit; 1846-7, 
Monongahela Station ; 1847-8, Chartiers Circuit; 1847-9, supernumer- 
ary ; 1849-50, superannuated, but preached occasionally; 1850-1, Eliza- 
beth Station ; 1851-3, superannuated, but acting as agent for German 
Churches; 1854-6, in charge of Michigan German District; 1856-8, 
Cincinnati German District; 1858-9, M’Kendree Chapel; 1859-60, Mil- 
ford Circuit; 1860-1, Loveland Circuit; 1861-2, Bible Agent, under 
direction of Rev. W. Herr, General Bible Agent for Southern Ohio ; 
1862, made Hospital Chaplain, United States Army, at Camp Dennison, 
until 1865 ; 1865-6, without regular work ; 1866-7, in charge of Camp 
Dennison and Indian Hill, also Superintendent of Soldiers’ Cemetery ; 
1867-8, Mainville Circuit; 1869-70, Feesburg; 1870-1, Dunbarton, his 
last field of labor. 

Brother Callender was a kind, loving husband and father, a man of 
deep piety, a useful minister, a wise counselor, and a steadfast friend. 
The closing years of his life he spent in and near Louisville, Kentucky. 
He died on Sunday, February 6, 1876, at the residence of his brother- 
in-law, Mr. P. H. Bonham, Buckner’s Station. Much of the time during 
his sickness he suffered greatly, but was ever comforted and supported 
by the glorious Gospel which he had preached. When asked by his 
wife why he did not pray for relief from suffering, he replied, “ Ma, you 
know my views in regard to that; it is as important to suffer as to do 
God’s will.” After administering comfort to his family, he desired the 
fourteenth chapter of John to be read for his comfort and as his last 
lagacy to the weeping group around his dying bed. A few weeks before 
his death the Lord’s-supper was administered to him by Rev. Dr. Chad- 
wick. His brother, from Texas, and a few friends were present. It was 
a season of spiritual blessing. He gave messages to his family and 
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others who were there. He frequently referred to his relations with 
the Cincinnati Conference, expressing great sympathy and love for the 
brethren, and especially for his more intimate colleagues. His confi- 
dence in God was strong, his sky clear, and he was waiting, calmly and 
patiently, for the Master to call him home. A long, eventful, and useful 
life has closed. Many will rise in the last day to call this departed 
minister of Christ blessed. At the time of his decease he was a super- 
annuated member of the Cincinnati Conference. 

His remains were conveyed from Louisville, Ky., to Cincinnati; and, 
after appropriate funeral services in Wesley Chapel, in which Hr. Wal- 
den, Rev. W. I. Fee, and other members of the Conference participated, 
his body was deposited in Spring Grove Cemetery, and now awaits the 
resurrection morn. 



REV. PHARAOH A. OGDEN. 

One by one we pass from earth. One who sat with us at our last ses- 
sion is now numbered with the many who have gone on before. 

Pharaoh A. Ogden was born in Oldham, Lancaster County, Eng- 
land, July 28, 1799, and died at his residence in Sidney, Ohio, August 
23, 1876, having lived on earth more than seventy-seven years. 

With his parents he emigrated to this country in May, 1818, landing 
at Philadelphia. He embraced religion in 1822, and united with St. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church in Philadelphia on February 22d of 
the same year. Was licensed as an exhorter in 1823, and as a local 
preacher in 1824. In 1825 he was recommended to the Philadelphia 
Conference for admission on trial, and appointed the first year to Dau- 
phin Circuit ; the second year to Lancaster Circuit. In April, 1827, he was 
admitted into full connection, and ordained deacon by Bishop Hedding ; 
and two years later he received elder’s orders at the hands of Bishop 
M’Kendree. He labored with great success and acceptability among the 
people to whom he was sent, and during his connection with the Phila- 
delphia Conference filled some of the most important stations, such as 
New Brunswick, Asbury, Pottsville, and Manayunk. Owing to his 
untiring zeal and arduous labors in the pulpit and study, his health 
failed, and in 1836 he was compelled to retire from the itinerant work. 

In 1838 he removed to Piqua, Ohio, where, in company with his 
father, he engaged in the mercantile business. 

In 1844 he concluded to enter again into the active work of the ministry. 
He united with the Wesleyan Methodist Connection in 1844, where with 
earnest zeal he preached Christ, and opposed the institution of human 
slavery, which in him always had a most determined enemy. He lived 
to see and rejoice in the triumph of truth in the removal of slavery from 
both Church and State. 

Sidney, Ohio, became his chosen home in 1851, where he remained 
till his death, being engaged for the most part as a merchant, and then a 
journalist. The removal of slavery from the Methodist Episcopal Church 
removed the cause of his secession in 1844, and opened the way for his 
return, which he entered with many others of the Wesleyan body in 1867, 
when he was readmitted to the Cincinnati Conference. As health and 
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opportunity allowed, it was bis delight to exercise in the Christian min- 
istry and the promotion of the cause of temperance. 

His wife was transferred to the spirit world but a short time before 
him. Last year, on an occasion similar to this, he with us listened to 
her obituary. Now we are listening to his. 

He highly prized his brethren of the Conference, and was deeply 
interested in the prosperity of the Church of which he was a member 
and minister. He gave to Rev. R. Brandriff, a most intimate friend, the 
following message : “ Tell my brethren of the Conference that I love 
them all; tell them to make Christ prominent in all their preaching; and 
tell them that I die with a good hope of eternal life.” 

He lived as a Christian lives, died as the Christian dies, and now dwells 
in the Christian’s home above. 

“Servant of God, well done! 

Thy glorious warfare ’s past. 

The battle 's fought, the race is won, 

And thou are crowned at last.”

MRS. HANNAH SWAIN. 



The life of an itinerant is beset with strange vicissitudes, and none 
ever met them with more firmness and patience than the subject of this 
sketch. Born in the South, reared amid the quiet and simplicity of the 
Society of Friends, she evinced through all her associations that repose 
which was the result of her early training, 1792 was the year of her 
nativity, and at her death she was aged eighty-two years, two months, 
and twenty-seven days. 

Raised by strictly pious parents, she was early led to seek for the re- 
ality of a deep religious experience. Quick of perception and tender of 
conscience, she was kept from the paths of the destroyer, and sweetly 
walked in wisdom’s ways. Her parents being models of thrift and 
economy, she received the training which afterward fitted her so emi- 
nently for the life of an itinerant’s wife. She was a member of the So- 
ciety of Friends, and held her birthright till her death. 

She was married to Charles Webster Swain in the year 1814, came 
with him to Ohio, and endured all the privations of pioneer life with an 
energy and cheerfulness which enrolled her name among the heroic whose 
deeds will be known and read from the Book of Life. She was em- 
phatically a “ keeper at home,” and the bread of idleness she never ate. 
Her severe economy was the defense that drove the “wolf” from their 
door when the pittance they received was but the mockery of support. 
Ingenious, quick, and provident, she never was, in their most strait- 
ened days, without provision for the hungry and lodging for the weary. 
Housekeeping with her was a fine art, and domestic labor a classic, re- 
fined, pure, and ennobling, and many a beautiful creation of her fruitful 
brain adorned their humble home. 

Small salaries and meagre accommodations taxed her strength of body 
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and soul, of brain and nerve ; but the poorest home was soon made to 
glow with her neatness and handiwork. No complaint, no murmuring; 
she accepted things as they were, but improved them as much as possible, 
and was thankful for small favors. To itinerate in her day implied dis- 
comfort, poor support, and painful privation. To make two hundred or 
one hundred and fifty dollars compass the needs of a family for a twelve- 
month was no jsmall task, and required a tact in domestic engineering 
that is scarcely dreamed of in our day. In every field of their labor 
the poor knew best her value, for to them she was singularly attentive, 
and their prayers blessed her life with their benedictions. 

Stricken by paralysis, she was a helpless invalid for over six years. 
Her aged companion bade her adieu after one short year of sympathy in 
her afflictions, and she was removed to the home of her son-in-law, Rev. 
J. W. Weakley, D. D. She had no fear of death, and looked forward to it 
as a happy release from her suffering. She was mercifully spared acute 
pain, and enjoyed wonderful health in general, for which she was sin- 
cerely thankful. Her greatest trial was her helplessness. She was 
grieved that she should be a tax to any one, but bore all with a cheer- 
fulness that was marked by all who saw her. 

Her last hours were passed in a kind of stupor which precluded con- 
versation ; but we know those who have their house in order as she had 
will not be found wanting at the summons. She passed away like a tired 
reaper taking her rest at the door of the garner, where repose is given, 
and an abundant entrance administered into the kingdom of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. We shall see her again in the resurrection, not as a 
marred and helpless invalid, but clothed in that incorruptible spiritual 
body, which, ineffable in its beauty and glory, shall bathe in seas 
of heavenly rest throughout eternity. “ Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord." 



MRS. MARIA B. CAReV. 

Mrs. Maria Bains Carey, wife of Rev. S. W. Carey, of the Cincin- 
nati Conference, was born in Miami County, Ohio, July 18, 1826, and 
died of consumption, after years of patient suffering, at the parsonage 
in Springboro, Ohio, on Friday, October 22, 1875, aged forty-nine 
years. 

Mrs. Carey was an amiable, cultured, Christian woman, well fitted to 
be the wife of a minister of the Gospel. For several years previous to 
her marriage, she was a popular and successful teacher in the public 
schools of Piqua. In early life she made a public profession of her 
faith in Christ, and united with the Baptist Church. On the 22d of 
April, 1854, she was married to her now bereaved husband, and a few 
years subsequently entered with him upon the trials and triumphs of an 
itinerant’s life, in the Cincinnati Conference. 

Although a devoted member of another communion at the time of her 
marriage, she entered at once, and with zeal and earnestness, into the 
work to which Providence had called her. She was a most efficient 
worker in the Sunday-school, while in the social prayer-meeting, and in 
seasons of special revival, she never failed to do her duty.

Her death, as might well be inferred from her life, was a peaceful and 
happy one. To her husband she said, repeatedly, “ I have no fear. I 
have placed my all upon God’s altar. I have not trusted Jesus in vain.” 
On one occasion, shortly before her death, she said, “ If it be the Lord’s 
will to take me, it will be a sweet release. Jesus is my Savior and my 
friend, my all in all.” At another time she quoted the words: 

“ Forever here my rest shall be, 

Close to thy bleeding side ; 

’T is all my hope, and all my plea, 

For me the Savior died.” 

When her husband said, “ Jesus will say to you erelong, ‘ It is enough ; 
come up higher,’ ” she warmly responded, “ Oh, what a sweet summons 
that will be!” and finally, with her latest breath, she assured him that 
her prospect was bright. 

Mrs. Carey was an affectionate, devoted, faithful wife, seeking in every 
possible way to make her home an attractive, happy refuge for her itiner- 
ant husband. She was an earnest, consistent Christian, not in word orffy, 
but in deed and in truth. Her entire life, in private and in public, was 
a testimony for Jesus. 

She was an ardent lover and a diligent reader of God’s Word. This 
interesting memorandum was found in her Bible, soon after her death : 
“ October 4, 1875. — This day finished reading the Bible through.” It 
was, perhaps, the last reading she ever did. About two weeks after this 
date, she entered upon the “rest that remaineth for the people of God.” 



MRS. BARBARA A. GRIFFITH. 

Barbara Annie Griffith, wife of Rev. A. M. Griffith, of the Cin- 
cinnati Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was born in 
Harshmanville, Montgomery County, Ohio, June 6, 1851, and died at 
their residence near Byron, Greene County, Ohio, March 21, 1876, aged 
twenty-four years, nine months, and five days. Being taught, from 
earliest childhood, the doctrines of our holy Christianity, in her eleventh 
year, under the pastorate of Rev. G. W. Kelley, she united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Yellow Springs, Ohio, and was converted 
to God. From that time till her death, in all the walks and relations of 
life, as daughter, wife, and mother, she was the same pure-minded, noble- 
hearted, self-sacrificing, consistent Christian. Her great aim always 
seemed to be to be good and to do good. 

On the 10th of August, 1871, she was happily married to Rev. A. M. 
Griffith, then pastor of Old Town Circuit. With a bright future, high 
hopes, and devoted heart, she entered the great itinerant field, to do what 
she could for the Master. Being appointed by the ensuing Conference to 
Union Circuit, they moved to Bellbrook, where they resided for three 
years. But ere a year had past, the deepening shadows had fallen upon 
her earthly pathway. Disease had seized her as its prey; death had 
leveled h|fc8hafts at this shining victim. 
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Being returned by the Conferences of 1874 and 1875 to Old Town 
Circuit, they moved from Bellbrook to Yellow Springs, and from there 
to their residence near Byron, where, in the home of her childhood, and 
surrounded by many relatives and friends, she was permitted to die. 

For more than three years she was almost a constant sufferer, and the 
last year her sufferings were extreme ; but during all that time she was 
never heard to murmur or complain. Often while her emaciated frame 
was in an agony of pain she has been heard to say, “ What are all my suf- 
ferings in comparison with what Christ suffered for me,” “ It is all right,” 
“ I am willing to suffer on as long as Jesus gives me grace to endure it.” 
She was frequently visited by ministers and other Christian friends, to all 
of whom she invariably gave the same peaceful, hopeful answer, “ It is 
all right ; I have no fears of death.” To the writer, during the last in- 
terview he had with her, which was some weeks before her death, she 
said, “ If I do die before I again see you, I want you to know that it is 
all right with me. The way is clear.” 

During all her afflictions she did not talk much of heaven, but she did 
talk much of Jesus, and especially during the last six months she spoke 
frequently of his abiding and sustaining presence. “Blessed Jesus!” 
“Blessed strength!” “Blessed comfort!” “ Oh, what sweet comfort I 
have !” As death drew near, she would often repeat and sometimes 
sing: 

“One sweetly solemn thought 

Comes to me o'er and o’er: 

I ’m nearer my home to-day 

Than ever I ’ve been before. 

Nearer my father’s house, 

Where many mansions be ; 

Nearer the great white throne, 

Nearer the jasper sea.” 

And when death was but a little way off, her husband asked her, 
“How do you now feel, right at the threshold of death?” “Why,” 
she said, “ I feel just as if I were going from one room to another. I 
do n’t fear death at all ; it has no terrors to me. I welcome my release.” 
And just before she breathed her last she said, “My precious husband, 
Jesus has come. Glory! glory! May the Lord bless you. Take care 
of the children.” And she closed her eyes on earth to open them in 
heaven.” 

Her funeral sermon was preached from Phil, i, 21 : “ For me to live is 
Christ, and to die is gain.” Her body was deposited in the cemetery at 
Fairfield, Ohio, to await the resurrection of the just.

Dear Brethren,— In discharging (lie duties to which you appointed us, we 
have sought to have the Minutes reach you early, and to make them as complete 
and useful as possible.

Should not the 
reports, therefore, be more brief and explicit, prepared with greater taste and 
care? All reports should be written with ink, on one side the paper onlv, and 
memoirs of ministers must be furnished in duplicate. All reports should be fur- 
nished, when adopted. 

4. The circulation of our Minutes deserves more care. Some awaken a deep 
interest in our Minutes by referring to their contents in the pulpit and privately. 
The Committee of 1S53 say: “ We hope this Conference Annual will find its way 
into all the families to whom we minister, and that the information thereby dif- 
fused will be promotive of all the interests of the Church within our bounds. 
Please, brethren, give the Minutes a wide circulation.” We indorse in the pres- 
ent the sentiment then so well expressed. This matter rests with the preachers. 
Until a better plan is devised, we reccommeud that the roll be called at 10 o’clock 
on the second day of Conference, to obtain subscriptions for the Minutes. If 
brethren will obtain advertisements for the Minutes, it will lessen the cost and 
pay them for their trouble.
